A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 29, 
2009 has been entered. 

The references furnished by Applicant have been considered, although the 
copies of the official Japanese Office actions were, of course, published In Japanese 
and Applicant did not comment as to their possible relevance to claims 4-7. They, even 
in combination with the prior art cited earlier in prosecution, still do not serve to render 
obvious a composite film having the makeup specified In claim 4. Further, an updated 
survey of the prior art did not yield a reference more germane than those already of 
record. Accordingly, claims 4-7 remain allowable.
